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Wealth and Resources of Tennessee, 

One of the first efforts of the new Governor of 
Tennessee, was to call the attention of the people 
of that state to its material capabilities, The ac- 
cession of one of its most distinguished citizens to 
the Chief Magistracy of the Union, by the act of 
the constitution rendered operative by an inscrut- 
ible disposition of Providence gives a natural di- 
rection to the eye of the observers, and as an en- 
tire change has recently taken place in the char- 
acter of its domestic institutions it is well to con- 
template what its condition was, as appears by the 
last census, and from that deduce what it may 
become under an improved order of things. It 
is a large and noble domain, and the geographers 
tell us that the longest straight line that can be 
drawn within any state in.the Union, is in Ten- 
nessee, viz,, one of about 455 miles from N. E. to 
N. W. It contains an area of 40,000 square miles, 
or 29,184,000 acres, and is generally very fertile, 
well watered, has some navigable rivers and is full 
of valuable minerals. In the year mentioned it cén- 


Nashville and Knoxville, their populations before 
the rebellion being respectively 22,623, 16,988 and 
5,175.

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Debt of Tennessee. 

_ Civil Government has been restored to the State 
of Tennessee. A new, loyal Governor, chosen by 
the people, and a loyal Legislature, elected at the 
same time, are now in council at Nashville. The 
old Railroad Public Debt of the State is recog- 
nized as binding upon the public faith, and imme- 
diate steps to restore punctuality are recommend- 
ed in the Governor’s message. The railway 6 per 
cent, Public Debt amounts to $16,211,000; of 
which $13,661,000 is in the bonds of the State 
direct, and $2,550,000 by State indorsement of 
the bonds of the railway companies. The whole 
is a first mortgage lien of $10,000 per mile on the 
finished (and for the greater part) productive 
railways of the State. The arrearages of interest 
since the outbreak of the rebellion, is about 24 
per cent. These arrearages will, probably, be 
‘ funded, and the prompt payment on the subse- 
quent interest resumed, In the case of the in- 
dorsed mortgage of the Nashville and Chatta- 
nooga Railroad, on which the arrearages of inter- 
est is about $300,000, on $1,535,000 indorsed 
bonds, the Governor believes that the War Depart- 
ment of the United States will owe the road upon 
account, more than sufficient to liquidate this 
sum. The recognized Public Debt, other than for 
railways, is stated at $3,894,606. The unrecog- 
nized debt is $3,000,000 of 8 per cent. war bonds, 
which have never had currency at the North or in 
Europe.s ;

Compared with the previous year, the gross 
earnings show an increase of $905,171 50, with 
an increase in expenses of $654,835 27—making 
the increase in net earning $250,386 23,

The proportion of operating expenses to earn- 
ings in 1864-65 was 56.14 per cent.; in 1863-64,

The amount of net earnings $1,881,118 56, 
afforded income sufficiently large to meet the pay- 
ments maturing during the year for rental, taxes, 
interest on the bonded debt, the year’s contribu- 
tion to the Sinking Fund, and the ten per cent. 
dividend on the guaranteed stock, in all $1,137,- 
22169, leaving a surplus-of $748,891 87; equal 
to nearly ten per cent. on the common stock. 

Two dividends of 5 per cent. each, less the gov- 
ernment tax, were paid in August and February, 
on the guaranteed stock, and one of 34 per cent: 
free of government tax, in August last, on the 
common stock. The February dividend of 34 per 
cent, on the common stock was, in consequence 
of some contemplated settlements with holders of 
guaranteed stock requiring time for the reception 
of their assents, postponed until March Ist, on 
which date it was paid, thus throwing forward the 
actual payment into the new fiscal year, though 
paid from the earnings of the past year. The 
amount of the two dividends on common stock 
thus paid is $555,328 40. 

The total payments, viz: The year’s charge for 
interest, sinking fund, rental, taxes and two divid- 
ends on both classes of stock, amounting to §1,- 
692,550 09, being deducted from the amount of 
net earnings, viz: $1,881,112 56, left a net balance 
of $188,563 47. This balance was expended in 
necessary additions to the rolling stock and real 
estate. For these purposes the total amount of 
expenditure was $530,604 60; and so much of 
this outlay as was not covered by the above named 
surplus of net earnings, amounting to $342,041 18, 
may be met by any excess of net earnings accru- 
ing during the new year, or by sale of bonds as 
may be hereafter determined to be best for the 
interests of the Company. 

The Company holds unissued and uncancelled 
$772,500 of its own andthe Detroit, Monroe and 
Toledo Railroad bonds, the whole or any part of 
which might with propriety be expended for pur- 
poses of permanent improvement in additional 
equipment and real estate, which accession to the 
property of the Company largely adds to its capa- 
city for doing an increased business beyond even 
the large business of the past year. 


These acquisitions to the property of the Com- 
pany, are of a permanent character and to be em- 
ployed in earning the gross incgme of a series of 
years hereafter, even more completely than they 
have been employed in the business of the past 
year. It would, therefore, be eminently proper 
by the sale of bonds to meet so much of their cost 
as may not have been covered by the surplus of 
net earnings of the past year, after paying 7 per 
cent. on the common stock. 

Were the whole amount of the bonds on hand 
and available sold, the bonded debt would be but 
$9,336,000, subject to a reduction of $130,000, 
during the coming year, by the operation of the 
Sinking Fund, and annually, thereafter, by a 
gradually increasing amount. 

As will be seen by the tabular statements ap- 
pended, the issue of Sinking Fund Bonds has been 
increased since the date of the last annual report

These items, amounting to $560,078 62, repro. 
sent the cost of 4,000 shares of guaranteed stock, 
purchased and withdrawn from issue. This 
amount isJess than would have been the cost of 
that number of shares of a ten per cent liability, 
redeemed at a premium that would reduce the 
rate. of interest to the equivalent. of a7 per cent. 
liability at par. . 

It was thought advisable to make the exchange 
of liabilities in this manner, by the purchase of 
one and sale of the other class of securities, not 
only because of the gain just named, but because 
it set at rest, so far as the amount of guaranteed 
stock purchased is concerned, the vexed question 
of back dividends on that class of liability, and 
relieves the Company from any chance of claim 
or litigation therefor. 

Bonds of same class would have been sold to 
the full amount necessary for paying the entire 
cost of the purchased shares, had the market for 
railroad bonds remained in a condition to take 
more at a premium. The 310 bonds sold, were 
disposed of at rates varying from 6 to 17 per cent, 
premium. 

Besides the $400,000 of guaranteed stock, the 
company have redeemed during the year $22,000 
of old, overdue bonds, and $34,300 of Detroit, 
Monroe and Toledo Railroad Stock. 

The Commissioners of the Sinking Fund now 
hold $884,000 of Sinking Fund Bonds in the fund, 
making the contribution full to March Ist, 1866. 

The withdrawal from issue and reduction of 
stock and bonds during the year, exceed the issues 
by $157,640, thus reducing the aggregate of those 
liabilities to that extent, The report says: 

Difficult questions have been pressed upon-the 
consideration of the Board, by the claims of a 
large number of holders of the Guaranteed Stock 
for back dividends, under the obligations that, it 
is contended, were created at the period of its 
original. issue, to guarantee yearly dividends of 
ten per cent. Under this pretext there is a default 
of over five years interest on said Guaranteed 
Stock, prior to the time when the present admin- 
istration paid the first dividend on said stock. 

The persistent demands of strong and influential 
holders for such accumulated interest, were not 
responded to by the Board, and suits to recover 
the back interest were instituted. After careful 
examination of the intricate questions of liability 
involved by eminent counsel, it was advised by 
them that while claims would admit of a line of 
defence, yet they would lead to a costly and vex- 
atious litigation, calculated to array the different 
interests in both classes of stock against each 
other at the risk of greatand permanent detri- 
ment to all concerned; under such advisement, 
and after conferring with a large number of stock- 
holders controlling a majority of the stock, it.was 
deemed to conclude an amicable arrangement of 
compromise with the Guaranteed Stockholders, 
and such an agreement as was satisfactory to 4 
large majority of them was effected in the month 
of January last. The terms thereof are set forth 
in the following circular issued by the Treasurer 
on the 12th day of January last: 

To tHe GuaRANTEED StockHoLDERS: 

In order to reconcile conflicting interests in dis- 
pute, growing out of a claim made by a portion 
of the guaranteed stockholders for back dividends,

By this measure it was hoped the last import- 
ant question likely to arise from former embar- 
rassments had passed away; but in a short time 
certain parties procured a temporary injunction, 
restraining the, Directors from proceeding with the 
settlement. A hearing in the case has been had 
before the courts, and their decision is pending 
which must initiate or conclude a litigation which 
the Directors, mindful of the trust reposed in 
them, have sought to avert. 

The fiscal year closes with a large, uncollected 
balance due from the general government and 
other sources owing to the delay of settlements 
beyond our control. The easier condition of the 
Public Treasury and the approach of navigation 
to relieve freights awaiting movement at Toledo, 
will enable us soon to realize or such balances. 

It will be observed that the value of fuel and 
supplies on hand has increased $381,647 05 over 
last year; this arises in part from the higher cost 
of the articles purchased, but chiefly from an in- 
creased stock of fuel and supplies, The past win- 
ter, though severe for railway operations, was un- 
usually favorable for bringing out the requisite 
quantities of wood and ties, and the wants of the 
road have been abundantly supplied by an accu- 
mulation of one year’s stock upon the line, 

On the 2ist day of November last, pursuant to 
a vote of the stockholders at their last annual 
meeting authorizing it to be done, the Company 
entered into an arrangement with the St. Joseph 
Valley Railroad Company, and the Three Rivers and 
Schoolcraft Railroad Company, and another party, 
to lease that portion of our line of four miles run- 
ning north from White Pigeon to Constantine, and 
surrendered up to those parties all our interest in 
the old track and fixtures of the St. Joseph Valley 
Railroad, on condition that the line of road should 
be extended within three years and laid with T 
rail for twenty miles north of Constantine to the 
town of Schoolcraft. ' 


More than 137 miles of track have been relaid| age, 19,742,274. The average mileage of each 


with new, re-rolled or repaired iron, and the 
bridges, fences, and other road-works have re- 
ceived extensive repairs, all of which has been 
charged tothe cost of opefating. The sum of 
$50,072 18, has been expended in the construction 
of new depots, warehouses, engine-house, paint 
shop and other buildings, and the amount ineluded 
in operating expenses, although more properly 
chargeable to improvements, as covering the 
cost of additional property on the line of the Road. 

Thorough repairs and improvements have been 
effected in equipment, New cars have been built 
to replace the old and worn out stock, and such 
renewals and repairs have been made to both en- 
gines and cars as to add to their value and effici- 
ency for service, , 

The sum of $21,518 97 has been added to the 
value of the shops since last year, by the purchase 
and construction of new tools and valuable ma- 
chinery, and this increased value has also been 
charged to operating expenses.

But if the 
city can so boastfully claim attention to its com- 
mercial facilities, it may also boast of a growing 
and important list of manufactures, which in a 
great measure utilize the natural gifts of its posi- 
tion ; and gives prominence to its commerce, It 
is principally of these we shall speak in the 
ensuing remarks. 

Pittsburg is the great producer of steel, of cop- 
per, and of iron, three staples that are largely 
distributed from its mills and furnaces in their 
simple:form in all other sections of the country. 
For the production of the various manufactures 
of these metals~the facilities are as abundant as 
for the production of the staples themselves, and 
the day must come when the hum and clatter of 
a score) of factories will drown the din of the 
furnace and mill around which they cluster and 
which supply them with the raw material. 

4 Iron. 

As one pre-eminently of the great interests of 
Pittsburg naturally leads an exhibition of the 
manufactures of the city and suburbs. More 
than 225,000 tons of pig metal are sold in Pitts- 
burg afoually; and. the variety of the metal is 
greater than in any other market in the Union. 
The supply is drawn from seven sources: 1— 
from the Allegheny region, hot and cold blast 
charcoal metal, strong in wrought iron; 2—from 
the anthracite region, excellent for castings; 83— 
from the celebrated Juniata region; 4—from the 
Big Beaver Basin, including the contiguous coun- 
ties of Northeastern Ohio, producing a very tough 
metal; 5—from the Missouri, Lake Superior and 
Youghiogeny iron regions, the ores of which are 
smelted here ; 6—from the Hanging Rock region 
of Ohio,a fine quality of charcoal metal; and 
7—from the Tennessee iron region, charcoal pig. 
These various grades of metals are attracted to 
Pittsburg by the demands of thirty mills for roll- 
ing iron, which produce one-third of all the rolled 
iron made in the United States, and have a capa- 
bility of producing fully one-half. Eight of these 
thirty mills are fitted for the production of navy 
armor-plates, and have supplied many thousand 
tons for our National iron-clads, and in the future 
will contribute towards the building up an iron 
mercantile marine, which as sure as day follows 
night will supplant the wooden ships of thé pres- 
ent times, The export of this staple by railroad 
alone for the two years ending Sept, 30, 1864, 
amounted to the following tonnage :

products, . Its. production was commenced as an 
expeftiment in 1828, and certain qualities have 
been successfully made for over thirty years. But 
the finer qualities for edge-tool purposes have 
been produced at this point for less than five 
years, and yet in that brief period the quality 
that shoul triumphantly compete with th® 
English article is # success belonging to Pittsburg 
alone. In other parts of the Union the lower 
grades have been extensively manufactured, yet 
none has been produced equal to the steel which 
the Pittsburg manufacturers have turned out. 
Indeed the very best qualities of English cutlery 
steel are more than equalled in all requisites by 
that now produced in Pittsburg, where there are 
six steel mills manufacturing annually 18,000 
tons of all descriptions with a capacity for nearly 
double that product. 

The consumption of coke and coal in the manu- 
facture is over 8,600,000 bushels per annum, and 
of iron about 20,000 tons.

Stock Exchange and Money Market. 

The stability of our institutions in the eyes of 
foreigners will have been thoroughly demon- 
strated by the occurrences of the last few weeks, 
An event which might have easily overthrown the 
credit of many an European State has not in the 
least impaired our own, To a spasmodic rise in 
the price of gold has succeeded a fall to the pre- 
vious rates, and in the National and local securi- 
ties there has been a regular advance. The 
attempt by an importation of 5-20s from abroad 
by a few parties for the sake of disturbing the 
public confidence has failed, and the operators 
have justly met with disappointment and loss. 

The subscriptions to the 7-80s diminished for a 
few days by the interruption of business, have re-

ending the 224, were is follows: 
Imports $1,120,560, siglnat $7 468,988 the same 
week last year. The exports were éxclusive of 


‘Ispecie $2,114,312, against $8,369,907 the same 


time last year. The exports of specie were but

given at 4,397 bales, worth at present rates be-

The total increase of our exports during the 
same period has been $56,271,211 over the amount 
exported the same period of the preceding 
year when it was but $127,913,304. 

The receipts of specie at the Custom House for 
the same time were $43,273,383, out of which 
havé been paid as interest as it fell due $22,564,- 
825. And the receipts of gold from California 
during the same period have been’ $13,976,761, or 
$5,419,811, more than they were the same time 
last year. All these statements are highly encour- 
aging, indeed they could scarcely be better. We 
notice in the foreign correspondence of the Lon- 
don Daily News, that Mr. McCulloch is spoken 
highly of, and as wens familiar with the subject 
of finance. 

There is no doubt that under his practioal man- 
agement American credit will stand high abroad, 
and indeed we notice in the latest accounts from 
Amsterdam, that dealing in American securities 
has become so favorite an employment there, that 
almost all other kinds of Governments have been 
neglected. The favorites of former years are for- 
gotten, and. even the cautious Bank of Amster- 
dam has changed its policy, and now advances 65 
per cent. on American Nationals without hesita- 
tion, that is 65 per cent. on their market value. 
This will give them still higher popularity and 
character abroad, and reminds us of those early 
days in our history when the Dutch bankers had 
the same confidence in the future of onr then 
struggling republic. 

A cotemporary in its financial article has ven- 
tured upon an estimate of the future of our finan- 
cial receipts and expenditures, somewhat in con- 
tradiction of its previous opinions. We record it,

The estimate quoted ,is evidently 
founded on the belief that our’ funded debt will 
be about 8,000 millions, which we deem incorrect. 
With a surplus of three hundred millions the 
floating and unfunded debt would be materially 
lessened, and if necessary a considerable reduc- 
tion be effected in the amount of legal tenders 
outstanding. 

It_ isthe opinion of Mr. Gallatin, certainly not 
of the school of paper currency financiers, that a 
resumption of specie payments is practicable in a 
very short period of time, and the more rapidly 
paper appreciates and gold declines, the easier the 
resumption will be made, At the same time we 
may observe that the appreciation of paper wil] 
be constantly adding to its purchasing power, and 
of course to the actual wealth of the holders. 

We must not forget that the return of the 
seceded States to the Union will materially add to 
its financial power in the shape of production and 
revenue from taxation by so much increased, 
while an excise duty on cotton not considered in 
the foregoing estimate would largely swell the 
total of surplus. 

What the country wants to help it forward in 
its career of resumption, and the payment of the 
National debt, is the establishment of mail lines 
in something of the following shape : 

A line to the Mediterranean from Boston touch- 
ing at the Spanish and Italian ports. We do not 
ewant a squadron lying month after month at Port 
Mahon, or in the Bay of Naples for mere show. 

A line from New York to Liverpool and Havre. 

A line from Philadelphia to Brazil, the imports 
from that country not requiring speed in trans- 
mission, from their very nature. 

A line from Baltimore to certain of the West 
Indies.

The next requirement is the early construction 
of the Pacific Railroad, in the manner we have 
previously suggested, by which the correspond- 
‘ence. of Europe. would become. tributary to our 
post Office department, while also the more valu- 
able freight from China and the Indies, which 
would contribute to the customs receipts of the 
Treasury. 

We are surprised that the press in the. interests 
of oaf commerce do not join at once in these 
‘propositions, We have reason to believe they are 
favorably considered by our Government. The 
commerce of Great Britain has been enormously 
‘creased by its ocean mail service, and its great 
,Failway lines in India, at present the longest in 
the world. 

We. have little to report of the Money Market 
and Stock Exchange for the last week. The cele- 
‘bration of the obsequies of our late President, 
was conducted on a yast. scale and in the most 
imposing manner. Nothing more grand was ever 
witnessed in this contitry, or probably in any 





other, The public mind ever since the fated day 
when he was stricken down. has been almost en- 
tirely engrossed with the contemplation of the 
subject. 

Nevertheless the operators in gold with a devo- 
tion to their idol which nothing can lessen, man- 
aged on Tuesday evening last to get the price up 
to 1514¢, notwithstanding the fact that many mil- 
lions are to be disbursed as interest before and 
after the first of May now close at hand, and the 
certainty, that the Government will very shortly 
cease to be a borrower in the market, and will 
soon, under the;effect of the existing reductions in 
expenditure have a surplus applicable not only to 
the reduction of the legal tender currency, but of 
the principal of the debt itself. We notice that 
the Government securities are all appreciating ; 
at the last foreign dates they were advancing, and 
we confidently expect advices in the course of a 
few days of a still further rise. 

We notice by a leading Trade Circular publish- 
ed at Birmingham on the 8th of April, that a 
letter from T, W. Olcott, Esq., President of the 
Mechanics’ and Farmers’ Bank, Albany, recently 
published in this Journat, on the subject of our 
future possible commercial and financial relations 
with England, has attracted its attention. It does 
not like Mr. Oleott’s suggestions, and rather tartly 
remarks, “the worthy banker like too many of 
his countrymen, seems to have forgotten that 
England contrived to live for several years before 
the States were born.” To which we might reply 
with the question. How? Certainly not always 
very creditably as its own historians inform us. 
Still Mr. Olcott’s remarks seem to have made an 
impression, for the article alluded to goes on to 
say. “For all that the supposition alone is a 
sufficient caution ; Mr. T. W. Olcott is a highly re- 
spectable person, and the bank over which he 
presides is a substantial and creditable concern; 
he is not likely to put forward such a statement 
at a venture.” And in this we fully agree with 
the Birmingham Editor. He adds “ All American 
copnections are now extremely dangerous,’as fail- 
ures are every day recurring from the wholesale 
decline in the prices of produce and the rapid fall 
in the value of gold.” If the writer alludes to 
this side of the water he is very much mistaken ; 
if to his own, we admit his accuracy, since our 
last advices inform us of enormous failures in his 
own country, with the prospect of many more, 
just as Mr. Olcott has predicted. 

The arrival on Wednesday night of the Liver- 
pool steamer brings us the rebound of the news of 
the fall of Richmond. This has produced the 
most prodigious effect on public feeling in Eng- 
land. _A large advance in our National securities 
immediately took place, and has probably check- 
ed any further return of them to this Country for 
speculative purposes, It is curious enough to 
observe that the Continental Bankers areJfinding 
a ready sale in England for the bonds they pur- 
chased at the original low prices, in exchange for 
railway iron and other materials for the construc- 
tion of their works of internal improvements, 

_.On Wednesday the market here resumed its 
former activity with an increased feeling of. cheer- 
fulness.. An attempt to check it was made by the 
concoction of rumors from abroad of an unfayor- 
able character, but as these were promptly dis 


ated was set afloat, as the last card in hand. ~ This 
too proved to ‘be a miserable falsehood, and the 
market stood firmer than ever. Railway shares 
took an advance, and are beginning to assume 
their former good repute. Our quotations appen- 
ed show the fact that they are all rapidly improv- 
ing, and their increased earnings give additional 
assurance of their stability. Erie has sold up to 
85, and if this road is well. and carefully managed 
its own intrinsic value increased by its connection 
with the Atlantic and Great Western, should never 
again allow if to range much lower, If thereisa 
railway in this Country which should stand at par, 
and above par it is the Erie, Money is plenty 
and cheap, and commercial paper is more in re- 
quest, Exchange is firmer under the necessity of 
further importations to supply the demand for 
goods, as the purchasing power of our currency 
is rapidly improving.

We should however like some 
one to explain why specie is coming from Liver- 
pool to New York at this time, if but for the cir- 
cumstance that a change in the direction of the 
current is foreshadowed,

was $35,674,157 53. 

The last returns both of the Banks of England 
and France are pronounced unsatisfactory.

Liability of R. R. Company for Accidents. 

A common carrier of passengers for hire is not 
liable to the peculiar common law rules which 
regulate the liability of carriers of goods, for, by 
the common law, as we have stated in a former 
article, the latter is answerable at all events; 





their safety, but merely: undertakes that as far as 
buman care and foresight can go, he will provide 
for their safe conveyance. 

A carrier of passengers is only liable for any 
personal injuries which the latter may sustain 
whilst being carried by him, where such injuries 
have been occasiored by the carrier’s negligence 


-|and unskilfulness. 


The rule laid down by Justice Story has been 
pretty generally recognized in this country as 
well as in England, and seems to be the best cal- 
culated to secure the safety of the public, as well 
as fix and ascertain ,the duties and rights of the 
carrier. 

That learned commentator says: “ As they un- 
dertake for the carriage of human beings, whose 
lives, and limbs, and health are of great import- 
ance as well to the public as to themselves, the 
ordinary principle in criminal cases, where per- 
sons are now liable for personal wrongs and in- 
juries arising from slight neglect, would seem to 
furnish the true analogy and rule. It has been 
held accordingly that passenger carriers bind 
themselves to carry safely those whom they take 
into their coaches as far as human care and fore- 
sight will go, that is for the utmost care and dili- 
gence of very cautious persons, and of course 
they are responsible for any, the slightest neglect.” 
(Stokes vs. Salstonhall 13 Peters 181.) 

Acts or Sgrvants. 

Railway companies are in general liable for the 
acts of their servants. From the very nature of 
the duty which they undertake to perform in car- 
rying passengers, railway companies have cast 
upon them the duty of engaging as their servants, 
persons not only skilful but careful, and in all re- 
spects competent to perform the work for which 
they are employed, and this duty becomes as it 
has been well said, a “necessity,” inasmuch as 


00 they, as carriers, are as responsible for their ser- 


vant’s negligence and unskilfniness as for their 





own, and upon the same principle they are not 


liable for an injury which happens to a passenger 
from some unforeseen accident or misfortune, and 
not in consequence of the negligence, default or 
blame imputable to them or their servants. 


«| (Craft vs. Waterhouse, 3 Bing., 321; Roe vs. Bir- 


kenhead, L. & C. Railway Co., 7 Exch., 36.) 

And a company is responsible only for the act 
of its servant, if negligently done without skill 
and care, when done within the scope of his em- 
ployment. Inthe English case of Sharood vs, The 
London and North Western Railway Company. 
(4 Exch., 580.) Parke, B. in delivering judgment, 
said :—‘ The principle is, that the master is not 
liable for the tortious act of the servant, unless he 
has given him express directions or implied au- 
thority to do the act. Ifthe act, indeed, had been 
one which the company were legally authorized 
to do, it might have been put as having been done 
by the authority of the company. And in the 
same case ANDERSON, B., said, “ The plaintiff was 
bound to show an authority express or implied 
given by the defendants, or a ratification by them 
of the act done.” 

Puaintirr’s NEGLIGENCE. 

In a late article we discussed this subject pretty 
fully ; but the consideration of it is of so much 
importance that we shall put the subject briefly 


;|in another point of view. After much doubt and 
>| whereas a carrier of passengers does not warrant 


many conflicting decisions, it is now well settled 
that where the immediate and approximate cause 
of the injury is the negligence of the plaintiff him- 
self, he will not be entitled to recover. So also, 
if by the exercise of ordinary care he might have 
avoided the consequences of the defendant’s neg- 
ligence. (7 Exch., 36.) But it will not be suffi- 
cient to excuse the defendant, if the plaintiff’sneg- 
ligence did not immediately contribute, but mere- 
ly occasioned, some portion of it. Baron Parke 
said, in one case, ‘There may have been neglig- 
ence on both parts, and yet the plaintiff be entitled 
to recover. The rule of law is laid down with 
perfect correctness in the case of Butterfield vs, 
Forrester 11 East, 601; and that rule is, that al- 
though there may have been negligence on the 
part,of the plaintiff, yet unless he might by the 
exercise of ordinary care have avoided the conse- 
quence of the defendant’s negligence, he is entitled 
to recover. If by ordinary care, he might have 
avoided them, then he is the author of his own 
wrong.” (Bridge vs. Grand Junction Canal Co., 5 
Exch., 248; Greenland vs. Chaplin, 19 Law J., 
Exch., 293.) 

Therefore the carrier will not be liable, if he cau 
show that the immediate and proximate cause of 
the accident was the negligence and unskilfulness 
of the plaintiff himself. But still, although the 
latter may have been negligent himself, yet unless 
he might by the exercise of ordinary care have 
avoided the consequence of the defendant’s neg- 
ligence, he will be entitled to recover. (3 M. and 
U., 248.) 

Nor do these rules merely apply to a case 
where the plaintiff himself has been negligent. It 
has been held that a person who takes his place as 
a passenger in a public conveyance is so far iden- 
tified with the owner, that the negligence of the 
owner is the negligence of the passenger himself, 
Thus a passenger in a public conveyance cannot 
Maintain his action where be is injured by the 
negligent management of another conveyance, if 





the party who had the management of the convey- 
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ance in which the plaintiff was riding, might by| | 
the exercise of proper care and skill have avoided 
the accident which caused the injury (Therogood 
vs. Bryan 18 Law ch. 336). 


UnavorpaBLe Accipents—Srarxks From Loco- 
MOTIVES. 

It would indeed be hard if for every accident 
which may happen upon their line, the railroad 
company should be held liable; and where they 
have done all that science and prudence can sug- 
gest for the safety of their passengers, they will 
have performed their duty; and there must be 
some reasonable evidence of negligence on their 
party before the particular case can be submitted 
to the jury, and the decision of that point rests 
with the judge who tries the case. (Cornman vs. 
The Eastern Counties R. Co., 4 H. & N. 781; 29 
Law J. (Exch.) 94.) In the case cited, the plain- 
tiff being at a railroad station in the daylight, with 
a crowd of persons awaiting the arrival of a train 
caught his foot against the edge of a weighing 
machine, the base of which was raised a few inches 
above the level of the platform and falling, broke 
his knee cap, The machine was of a description 
in use at railroad stations, and was in its usual 
place adjoining the end of a counter, on which 
passengers’ luggage was placed on the arrival of 
trains, and was used for weighing luggage; it was 
held that, under the circumstances, there was no 
evidence of negligence. In like manner, and 
upon the principle that negligence cannot be im- 
plied from the use of that which is authorized by 
law, it was held that where a railroad company 
empowered to use locomotive engines along their 
line, have taken every possible precaution, and are 
guilty of no negligence, they are not responsible, 
though a spark fly out from the funnels of the 
steam boilers and set fire to some grass on 
the side of the line, and eventually causes a 
wood or plantation to be burned down. (Vaughan 
vs. The Taff Vale R. R. Co.,5 H. and N, 679; 6 
Jur. (N. 8.) 899.) Where, however, there is evid- 
ence of negligence, the company will be liable . 
thus, in an action against a railroad company for 
so negligently managing and conducting an en- 
gine, that premises of the plaintiff adjoining the 
line were destroyed by fire emitted from the en- 
gine, it was decided that the fact of the premises 
being fired by sparks from a passing engine, is 
prima facie evidence of negligence on the part of 
the company, rendering it incumbent on them to 
show that some precaution had been adopted by 
them, reasonably calculated to prevent such ac- 
cidents. It was also ruled that evidence was ad- 
nissible for the purpose of showing that other en- 
gines belonging to the company, upon other occa- 
sions, in passing along the line, threw sparks of 
ignited matter to a sufficient distance to reach the 

building in question, without showing the precise 
cases under which this occurred. (Piggot vs. The 
Eastern Counties R. R. Co., 3 C. B. 229; 10 Jur, 
571.) The late Lord Chief Justice Tindal in this 
case said, “The defendants are a company en- 
trusted by the Legislature with an agent of an ex- 
tremely dangerous and unruly character, for their 
own private and particular advantage; and the 
law requires of them that they shall, in the exer- 
cise of the rights and powers so conferred upon 
them, adopt such precautions as may reasonably 
prevent damage to the property of third persons 





ticket from Workington to Carlisle, from the White- 
haven Junction Railway Company. In order to 
arrive at the platform at Maryport, the trains, pass 
over the line of the Maryport and Carlisle Rail- 
road. On that line is a. self-acting switch, used 
for shunting carriages into a siding. The switch 
and siding were the property of the Maryport and 
Carlisle Railroad Company, but was used exclu- 
sively by the Whitehaven Junction Railroad Com- 
pany. The switch was about four yards from a 
gate which was on the line of the Whitehaven 
Junction Railroad Company, a servant of which 
company was in the habit of occasionally looking 
over the gate to see that the switch was in proper 
order. It was proven that all switches were liable 
to get out of order. A train of the Whitehaven 
Junction Railroad Company coming up slowly to 
the station, in consequence of the points being 
turned the wrong way, ran into the siding, and 


Pcame into collision with some coal trucks, whereby 


B. was killed. The judge left it tothe jury to say 
whether there was negligence on the part of the 
Whitehaven Junction Railroad Company. The 
jury found that there was; and upon motion it 
was held that the question had been properly left 
to the jury, that there was evidence of such neg- 
ligence, and that upon such finding, the defend- 
ants were liable. (Birkett ws. The Whitehaven 
Junction R, R, Co., 4B. & N. 730.) 


Another case, was where from an imperfect weld 
in the formation of a driving-wheel used to one 
of the carriages on the defendants’ line of railroad 
the wheel gave way, and caused serious injury to 
the plaintiff, who was a passenger. When the 
wheel was new and before using it, it had been 
properly and regularly tested by hammering it all 
around and all over, being the best known and 
most usual test adopted. The wheel was after- 
wards much used, and thereby reduced in thick- 
ness and considerably worn; after this, and after 
the tire had been re-turned, it was not again test- 


i}ed as before; if it had been, probably the defect 


would have been discovered. It was held that 
the question of negligence was properly left to the 
jury, and that the defendants were liable, The 
liability of the company would, it seems, attach, 
although the passenger who is injured is traveling 
by means of a ticket which he possessed as one of 
a staff of reporters for a newspaper, who were al. 
lowed to travel free. Great Western R. R. Co. vs. 
Harrison, Weekly Rep. 1853, 5, p. 626, Exch. 


In Carpire vs, The London and Brighton Raiiway 
Company, 5 Q. B. 747, the happening of an accid- 
ent to a passenger while traveling on the defend- 
ants’ railroad was held to be prima facie evidence 
of negligence on the part of the company, for 
which they were bound to account, but such evid- 
ence would be entirely rebutted by proof that the 
accident arose from the wilful and, wrongful act 
ofa stranger. And where the plaintiff employed 
the defendant to remove her goods in his cart, for 
hire, and without the consent of the defendants’ 
carman, the plaintiff got on the cart with her 
goods, and on the way the cart.broke down, and 
the plaintiff and her goods were injured; it was 
held that she. was not. entitled to recover for her. 
personal damages, for the contract was to carry 
her goods ‘and not herself, and the fact of her get-

probability of injury than his master, and is in a 
position to decline the service, and he cannot sue’ 
his master.

The Comuiasioner of Internal Revenue has de- 
cided that, where any. transportation company re-, 
ceives goods at a port in Canada, for transporta- 
tion to a point in the, United States, whether, by 
land or, water, and itself transport the same thith- 
er, no tax.can be.levied under the law. But, as 
soon/ag such company delivers the goods to some 
other, transportation company in the. United 
States the exemption will cease, it being consid- 
ered. in such.case that the new company trans- 
ports the goods from that point in the United 
States where, it. receives.the same to any other 
point. in, the United States where said company 
shall deliver the same, 

The Commissioner of Internal Revenue has de- 
cided that brokers and bankers, doing the busi- 
ness of brokers, are not to be subjected to, the tax 
upon;the salesof the 7-30 notes, when the same 
are the. property of the government. The brok- 
ers, in such sales, are regarded as,agents. 

At the late session of Congress the Internal 
Revenue law was so amended as to prohibit the 
manufacturers. of all articles enumerated in 
schedule C from. exposing. far sale, as well as sell- 
ing, any, such articles on which the proper stamp 
is not affixed, In other words, the old law only 
prohibited the sale ofthe articles referred to, 
without a stamp, but now they. must not. even. be 
exposed for ‘sale if not bearing the required 


stamp. This amendment went into effect on the 
lst of April. ~~ 


The Perkiomen Railroad. 

The charter of the Norristown and Allentown 
Railroad Company was amended in several re- 
spects by a supplement passed at the last session 
of the lature; and the probabilities now are 
that the Perkiomen Valley will ere long be occu- 

ied by a railroad beginning at a point on the 
Philadelphia and Reading Railroad, several miles 
above Norristown, and terminating in a connection 
with the East Pennsylvania Railroad, at least six 
miles from Allentown. 

If ‘so built, the Perkiomen Railroad will of 
course be operated by the Philadelphia and Read- 
ing Railroad Company. The Perkiomen Railroad 
will establish a. short and direct communication 
between Norristown and Allentown, two import- 
ant county towns, and between the Schuylkill 
and the Lehigh Valleys, two populous and pros- 
perous,sections of the Commonwealth. To Phila- 
delphia, too, it opens a rail line to Allentown, with 
but a single interposing summit. 

To the North Pennsylvania Railroad there is 
nothing antagonistic in the Perkiomen Railroad, 
for the coal tonnage of the North Pennsylvania 
Railroad is distributed in yards. along their own 
track, whilst their way wade, with all its present 
and prospective development, is a customer busi- 
ness which cannot be diverted—cannot get away 
to any other road. The North Pennsylvania
